1 . This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on April 16, 2007. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1.312.

The vehicular door handle assembly according to claim 45, wherein 
during the attempted movement of the primary actuator out of the latched 
position, the user grasps both the handle hand grip region and the trigger 
hand grip region and moves the trigger hand grip region towards the 
handle hand grip region to move the trigger from the secure position to the 
release position. 

47. The vehicular door handle assembly according to claim 46, wherein 
the trigger is pivotally mounted to the handle.
